PLAGUE BACILLUS. 


An Interesting: Experiment,: 
A paper of more thon passing interest 
wan laid on the table of the Legislative 


Council yesterday aftornoon, It dealt 
with a proposed experiment to ascertain 
the conduct of » plague bacillus during 
the cours of a whole year; whether 
propagation was continuous av at times 
dormant. .
